DESIRES AN ISLAND.

Desperate efforts were required re¬ 
cently to save a life in Chicago endan¬ 
gered by the bail handwriting of a doc¬ 
tor. The pharmacist who made up n 
prescription interpreted the author’s 
scratches as well as he could and seat 
a deadly mistake into a victim’s stom¬ 
ach. Handwriting had sadly declined 
in rhe United States before the arrival 
of the machine writer. The cause was 
plain. Fads had entered the common 
schools and It was no longer compul¬ 
sory to learn to write legibly, to spell 
correctly, or to put sentences in gram¬ 
matical shape. Decline of handwriting 
throughout the country opened the 
doors widely for immigrants who In 
foreign -schools had acquired a clear 
penmanship and added to that valuable 
talent a fundamental knowledge of 
arithmetic,spelling and grammar. Many 
of the leading merchants of tills gener- 
atlou-began life as clerks able to write 
intelligibly In establishments whose 
capitalists could not trust themselves to 
pen a letter, fenring that the person ad¬ 
dressed would be unable to read It. 
From clerk to head of house was often 
a straight path to skill with the pen and 
practical knowledge of the riulimenis 
of business ns it must he recorded. 
Teaching of penmanship was formerly 
as regular an Incident in the common 
schooling ns instruction in history or 
geography. Fads lmd crowded pen¬ 
manship down before the invention of 
the typewriter, which completed the 
rout of tlie pen. So great dependence 
is now laid in this country upon the lit¬ 
tle machine, which is alert, manifolding 
and distinct, that the art of handwrit¬ 
ing is almost lost among Americans, 
with rare exception. Public school 
graduates are not in demand for the 
best mercantile places because employ¬ 
ers cannot trust them to prepare cor¬ 
rect correspondence which it is not pru¬ 
dent to make on the iineonfldential ma¬ 
chine. Foreigners still win and keep 
the best places of this nature, and will 
continue to do so igitil American 
schools revive Instruction In handwrit¬ 
ing and give their students training 
enough in English composition to (null¬ 
ify them as secretaries. Doctors can¬ 
not habitually turn to the typewriter 
to lake prescriptions; tlie machine is not 
common enough for that. Their pen¬ 
manship is proverbially bad; it might 
be improved If the reckless among them 
were prosecuted for evil consequences 
arising out of their Inability or unwill¬ 
ingness to write so as to be correctly 
read.

The red 
snapper is found only over the coral 
formations of the southern seas, and 
most of those brought to Pensacola are 
caught off the < oast of Honduras.

All the smacks are now fitted 
with lee chests of liberal dimensions in 
place of the wells in which the fish for¬ 
merly were preserved.

Recent de¬ 
scriptions of the conversion of the isl¬ 
and of Monte Cristo into a rural and 
marine paradise by an Italian Princess 
may have suggested llie desire to set 
out; but the advertiser’s wish to own an 
Iskmd is one which will enlist general 
sympathy, says tlie Loudon Spectator 
There are, indeed, very few minds tc 
which some such idea lias not occurred. 
Some, no doubt, entertain it from an 
egotistical desire to be monarchs of all 
they survey, and to own a place in 
which they can be a law to themselves, 
if not to other people. Rut apart from 
this aspect of the fancy for islands—one 
which might perhaps be gratified by 
paying the Sultan $1,000,000 lu cash for 
the right to he Ilyspodar, or hereditary 
Prince, of some islet in the Aegean, 
with a picturesque population of cur¬ 
rant-growers and sponge-fist hers—there 
Is much to he said for an island domain 
as a residence. Fancy and imagination 
do not err in investing these sea-girt 
acres with exceptional charm. 

The last individual who was present¬ 
ed with an island In his own right was 
a Turk who won what may be termed 
tlie international wrestling contest at 
Constantinople. The Sultan was so de¬ 
lighted that it was won by a true be¬ 
liever that he gave him one of the islets 
In the sea of Marmora to have and to 
hold forever. Why no rich Englishman 
has yet tried to secure one of the ex¬ 
quisite Islands off the coast of Old Iona 
It is difficult to say. They could proba¬ 
bly be bought far more cheaply than 
those off the coast of Norway, for which 
there has recently been considerable 
competition. Those around the English 
and Scotch shores occasionally come 
Into the market and seldom go long 
without a purchaser. The owner of 
Holy Island died quite recently, but 
Holy Island was a family property. The 
Fame Islands are also in private hands, 
anil the owner has succeeded In preserv¬ 
ing and restoring the old and interest¬ 
ing bird fauna. One of the smallest of 
the Channel Islands was recently of 
fet ed for sale. The Calf of Man, mainly 
devoted to sea-fowl and rabbits, was 
also offered to purchasers. Those on 
the west Irish coast stem too unpro¬ 
ductive to invite habitation, much less 
7wnership. The warm air and Atlantic 
tains render them unfit for vigorous 
Anglo-Saxon life. 

Perhaps the best example of an island 
estate is on the Danish shore. The 
whole island is the property of a single 
wealthy Dane, who cultivates its land, 
sports in its woods, and fishes round its 
shores much as his ancestors did live 
centuries ago. On it he feeds great 
flocks of sheep, and keeps a pedigree 
herd of cattle. The steamers call by 
signal when desired to do so to take on 
hoard tie* produce of his flocks and 
herds. The whole island is a great 
game preserve as well as an agricul¬ 
tural property, for the woods are exten¬ 
sive. am! full of wild roedeer and pheas¬ 
ants. Hit ten'll, off the southwest const 
of Norway, lias an indigenous race of 
red deer, and many of the Loffodcn isl¬ 
ands offer some of tile best rype shoot 
lug in Norway. There is considerable 
continental competition when one of 
these Is offered for sale. Germany has 
few pleasant seaside towns, and little 
attractive const line, in spite of the Em¬ 
peror's belief Hint his people eau now 
enjoy the "sunshine" liy the sea. The 
result Is that Germany lias converted 
the island of S.vlt, acquired with Hol¬ 
stein. into marine playgroinl, whence 
the more ambitious cast longing eyes 
toward the possession of the more beau¬ 
tiful and wild Islets of Scandinavia. 

TREASURE IN REFUSE. 

Curious Way* iu Which Profit Is Mode 
Out of Paris Dustbins. 

News comes from Paris that the dust¬ 
bins are doomed. A municipal system 
of rubbish clearing Is to lie inaugurat¬ 
ed. which will do away with the old 
plan, and consequently throw no fewer 
than 40,4)00 persons out of work. 

Who are these mysterious 40,000, and 
why isjt that they are raising such pro¬ 
tests against obvious sanitary improve¬ 
ments? They are the chiffoniers, that 
interesting section of the French com¬ 
munity round whose strange and some¬ 
what repulsive trade so many roman¬ 
tic tales have gathered. "Rag-picker” 
is cur only word for chiffonier; yet it Is 
hardly a suitable translation, inasmuch 
as t Ik* Parisian ragpicker devfites but a 
small portion of his energies to picking 
rags. His interest centers far more 
round old sardine tins than tags. For 
out of these tins lie liqjkcs the clever 
little metal toys which are sold for a 
couple of sous on the boulevards, and 
from the solder which cements them 
j come the hyi'iad miniature soldiers 
j which delight the heart of the cliil- 
j droll.

All kinds of 
useful articles are made from papier 
mache. Root buttons, among other 
tilings, are stamped out by machinery 
in enormous quantities. To the un¬ 
educated eye they seem to be made of 
some excessively hard substance; and 
it is difficult to believe that they were 
once pieces of paper. Toys of all kinds 
are cut by machinery in the same way! 
from paper pulp. Wisps of hair—a 
common object of the dustbin—are 
eagerly collected. They make up into 
wigs. Coarse hair is used for pillow 
stuffing. Skins go to make Imitation 
fur. Bits of cloth are sent to the pa¬ 
per mills. Cabbage stalks and similar 
odds and ends of food form excellent 
nourishment for the live stock which is 
to he found in every chiffonier's house¬ 
hold. When luck has been had the said 
cabbage stalks not infrequently serve j 
to feed the chiffonier himself. 

It is hardly necessary to say that all 
kinds of wonderful stories are told of 
really valuable “finds” made by dustbin 
searchers. The striking part of these 
stories is the truly wonderful honesty 
of the finders. Objects of value are] 
rarely lost if thrown into a Parisian 
dustbin. They turn up again in a day 
or two at the prefecture, of police, 
where they have been deposited by 
some ragged but upright “chiffonier.” 
Louis Paulian, who is the greatest au¬ 
thority in France on prison matters, lias 
sahl that the only people unrepresent¬ 
ed among criminals are the “chiffon¬ 
iers.” If this be true, it is a pity that 
tlielr means of livelihood should cease. 
Law-keeping is too rare a quality 
among the low-class Parisians to be re¬ 
garded lightly.—Loudon Globe.

Man looks entirely to the outside 
world about him for the means of ac¬ 
complishing ids purposes; insects, on 
the contrary, drawing upon the re¬ 
sources of tlielr own natural constitu¬ 
tions, often adapt themselves to the 
conditions and requirements of their 
lives by structural modifications. 

For instance, men make the tools 
they require for carving or for'digging, 
insects grow them; vessels being need¬ 
ed as receptacles for liquid food, man 
learns tlie art of the potter, but the cu¬ 
rious honey ants transform themselves 
into living bottles, to which the work¬ 
ing members of tlie commune resort for 
refreshment. 

The tools of insects, exquisitely fash¬ 
ioned and finished, are much more per¬ 
fectly adapted for the purpose they 
serve than are any contrived and man¬ 
ufactured by human beings, but there 
is a disadvantage connected with them 
—they cannot be laid aside. The tools 
dominate the tool-bearers, and cheek 
development in any direction nut con¬ 
nected with their use. 

This leads to the extreme specializa¬ 
tion we find among insects. The egg 
producer, the queen of the termites, 
although she possesses the usual uuui- 
br of limbs belonging to her species, is 
totally incapable of locomotion, us are 
the living bottles of the honey ants. 
The queen lays eggs, she can do noth¬ 
ing else; the living bottles store up and 
yield food to other members of the for¬ 
micary, and, are as incapable of per¬ 
forming other us«s as if they were 
mere lifeless cells iu a honeycomb. 

Among the ants this tendency to spe¬ 
cialization has resulted iu establishing 
species limited to particular industries 
or to particular methods of living. 
Some species of slave-making ants, for 
instance, confine themselves so entire¬ 
ly to military affairs, and have so en¬ 
tirely lost the arts of peace and effi¬ 
ciency in domestic affairs, that they 
are not only obliged to depend upon 
their slaves to care fur the young iu 
the formicary, but to have the food 
placed In their own warlike mouths, 
and would starve in the midst of plen¬ 
ty were this not done. 

The mandibles of these ants are en¬ 
tirely unfitted for work. They can 
neither crush, cut, nor saw, but, being 
sharply pointed and curved, they make 
most serviceable weapons. 

The workers of tlie East Indian phei- 
dologeton dlversus have among them 
gigantic soldier ants, n hundred times 
as lnrge as themselves, and it would 
naturally be supposed that these big 
creatures with enormous heads would 
prove formidable defenders of the for¬ 
micary while the truth Is that, so far 
from this being the case, they cannot 
bite at all, even when provoked to do 
so. 

And yet the smaller members of the 
pheidologeton commonwealths find a 
use for the great creatures. Numbers 
of them may often be seen riding about, 
as human beings do upon elephants, 
upon the heads and backs of their gi¬ 
gantic confreres. 

But tlie Colobopsis ants, which bur¬ 
row In branches, seem to have discov¬ 
ered how to profitably employ the big 
heads among them. They are placed 
at the entrances of the formlcnn dwell¬ 
ings, their great heads fitting iu and 
filling the doorways. 

As a worker belonging to the house¬ 
hold approaches she is recognized by 
“the nninmted and intelligent front 
door,” which draws back sufficiently to 
admit the entrance to its friend and 
then resumes its double office of sentry 
and barrier.—Scientific American.

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WATER-DRINKING. 

Declare 1 to Be Beneficial to the Ilealth 
in Various Ways, _ 

When It is considered that ti 
Is made up very largely of water It , 
readily be understood how Import*, 
to health is a constant supply of this 
fiiiid. Many people have a notion that 
the drinking of water in any amount 
beyond that actually necessary to 
quench thirst is injurious, and acting 
on this belief they endeavor to drink as 
little as possible. The notion, however, 
is wide of the truth. Drinking freely of 
pure water is a most efficacious means 
not only of preserving health, but often 
of restoring it when failing. 

All tlie tissues of the body need water, 
and water in abundance is necessary 
! also for the proper performance of ev- 
! cry vital function. Cleanliness of the 
S tissues within tlie body is as necessary 
| to health and comfort as cleanliness of 
the skin, and water tends to Insure the 
one as truly as it does the other. It 
dissolves the waste material, which 
would otherwise collect in the body, 
and removes it in the various excre¬ 
tions. 

These waste materials are often ac¬ 
tual poisons, and many a headache, 
many rheumatic pains and aches, many 
sleepless nights and listless days, and 
many attacks of the “blues” are due 
solely to the circulation In the blood or 
deposit in the tissues of these waste 
materials, which cannot be got rid of 
because of an insufficient supply of 
water. 

Water is accused of making fat, and 
people with a tendency to corpulence 
avoid it for that reason. But it is not 
.Strictly true. It does undoubtedly often 
increase tlie weight, but it does so be¬ 
cause it improves the digestion, and 
therefore more of the food eaten is 
utilized and turned Into fat and flesh. 
But excessive fat, which we call cor¬ 
pulence, is not a sign of health, but of 
faulty digestion and assimilation, and 
systematic water drinking is often em¬ 
ployed as a means of reducing the 
superfluous fat—which It sometimes 
does with astonishing rapidity.—Youth’s 
Companion.

The walls would he built of 
glass, held together by angle irons, so 
as to permit of a hollow space through 
which pipes could pass (the pipes them¬ 
selves being glass work) conveying hot 
air, hot and cold water, gas, electric 
wires, drains and everything needed for 
the health and comfort of the inhabit¬ 
ants. Stairs and balustrades, ceilings

| glass. 

i Our chairs and tables, in the new 
I glass age, will be made of vitrified ma¬

' and mahogany. Our cooking utensils,

our knives and forks will have glass 
handles if not glass blades. The new 
glass house will be absolutely clean 
and practically indestructible. The 
: whole of its surface can be washed 
from the top story to the basement 
without a trace of humidity being left. 
Dust cannot collect on its polished sur¬ 
face, and the spider will find no place 
on which to hang its cobwebs.

Foreigners. 

While it is not difficult to secure 
good American workmen for carrying 
out schemes of interior decorations, it 
Is impossible yet to get native-born men 
capable of modeling statuettes and 
busts such ns are sold on the street cor¬ 
ners in many of the artshops. All the 
workmen employed In factories that 
produce these are Italians, chiefly from 
Tuscany. -This is equally true of those 
who follow this trade in Germany and 
France. The Tuscans appear to have 
a natural ability for that sort of work 
that has given them the majority of It. 

The great majority of these busts and 
statuettes are copied directly from the 
originals wherever they happen to be, 

• ud then the molds are made from that 
•opy and sent to all parts of the world, 
the statues being cast in the place 
where they are to be sold. In the larger 
shops in New York, however; a certain 
amount of original work is done in 
order to keep pace with the popular de¬ 
mand for representation of the hero of 
the hour. A great many of our most 
distinguished poets, authors and states¬ 
men, whose busts are exposed for sale 
m the street corners, never sat for 
these portraits. Some workman mod¬ 
eled the head after a photograph, and 
K-casioualiy lias produced such good 
w< rk that it is almost a pity the sculp¬ 
tor's name should remain unknown. 

The chief purchasers of these casts 
from the larger makers are the high 
schools all over the country. They de¬ 
mand. of course, nut only classical sub¬ 
nets and copies of ancient bas-reliefs 
ml architectural details, but also busts 
of famous men and women from every 
period of the world’s history. Such a 
wide range of subjects is covered by 
his demand that 7,000 and 8,000 titles

I saw the otti- £ 
er day amid the treasures of a private 
collector a copy of the first edition of 
Cocker’s immortal work on arithmetic, 
published by T. Passenger at the 
Three Bibles on London bridge. Only 
two, or at most three, perfect copies 
are known to the book collector. One 
is in tlie British museum. This par¬ 
ticular c/py, its brown morocco piti¬ 
fully faded, bears on its title page the 
Inscription, “Cocker’s Arithmetic-k, 
Perused and Published by John Haw¬ 
kins by the Author’s Correct Copy.” 

It contains what purports to be a 
portrait of "ingenious Cocker.” Ex¬ 
perts, however, shake their heads over 
the authenticity of this work of art. 
There are many engraved portraits of 
the epoch, but there was only one 
Cocker. The British museum copy has 
no portrait, and there is too much rea¬ 
son to fear that this embellishment 
was added by some ingenious owner 
of an earlier century. Cocker died In 
l(!7o. This rare relic of the past bears 
date HITS.—Scotsman.

A PROSPEROUS TEAR. 

In spite of the severe drought and 
unprecedented heat, which checked all 
growth for some weeks in the Middlo 
West, it is believed that the present is 
the most prosperous year that Ameri¬ 
can agriculture has ever known. This 
does not necessarily mean that all 
branches of the farming industry have 
been profitable in all localities. It 
means merely that farm crops and 
their movement have probably put 
more money in active circulation than 
ever before. In the case of wheat there 
lias been little or no profit to farmers 
in localities most distant from the 
gieat markets; but the carriers, the 
laborers and the merchants will make 
large profits. In the case of corn the 
falling off in the output has been so 
gieat that laborers and carriers will 
suffer, but the corn crop will probab'v j 
yield more net money to farmers than ' 
ever before. The cotton growers and 
potato growers ave also doing well, < 


while cotton manufacturers and the 
carriers will make less. It appears to 
to be the fact that Pacific Coast wheat 
growers have no reason to expect any 
profit in wheat growing when the crop : 
is generally good In most parts of the ! 
world. This year wheat is being fed to j 
stock, not only in Eastern Washington 
and Oregon, but. in Kansas, where the : 
gieat crop of wheat and the short crop 
of corn are making it profitable to feed j 
wheat to hogs.—San Francisco Chroni- 1 
cle.

Vineyards 
of forty, sixty and even one hundred 
acres have returned but little more, in 
many instances, than was formerly 
harvested off two or three acres. The 
vines are utterly worthless, and it may 
l>o said, dead. 

“The cause of this destruction is not 
yet clear. Many persons say it is the 
phylloxera. Others say it is due to the 
three dry years and the phylloxera. 
Careful study and investigation will 
no doubt find the cause and the rem¬ 
edy. ’ ’
